1. SHEIKH MUJIB'S LETTER TO HAROLD WILSON WAS FINALLY 
DELIVERED BY HICOMER SULTAN A FEW DAYS AGO. FCO’S 
CHALMERS TELLS US SULTAN WAS IN AND OUT OF 10 DOWNING 
STREET IN TWELVE AND ONE-HALF MINUTES. THERE COULD NOT 
HAVE BEEN MUCH TIME FOR DISCUSSION. CHALMERS WAS TOLD THAT 
WILSON ACCEPTED LETTER WITHOUT SUBSTANTIVE COMMENT.
